1. The ieues Lager in Koenigsbrueck (3 52/A 31) seemed to be occupied to 
25X1A capacity prior to[_________] judging by the traffic and lights 
observed there. Troops wearing the following insignia were seen: 
red-bordered black epaulets with tank, radio and motor transport in- 
sirpnia and some without brancheof-service insignia: black-bordered 
' black, blue-bordered black, black-bordered crimson, and pink-tordered 
green epaulets. 


2. Reports of small ams, AT suns, AA guns and artillery pieces were heard 
daily from the troop training grounds. Biplanes frequently flew over 
the area. Up to three aircraft at a time were soretimes cbserved. 


3. Three armored scout cars entered ‘eves Lager on[L————~«diCHsésdthree 25X1A 
JS tanks which left toward the town had on their turrets, as a tacti- 
cal bol,.a white square field crossed by a ciagonal line. Truck 
ert toward the town carrying 15 soldiers and towing a heavy 
AT gun. About 400 troopa wearing black-bordered crimson epaulets anc 
carrying field equipment, including rifles and submachine cuns, marched 
to the camp from the direction of town. About 200 soldiers turned off 
at the gate of the cam, continuing southward, while the other troops 
went into the cam. .

Troop quarters were 7C to 8O percent illurinatsd during the evening. 
Most of the troops wore war decorations. The troops had red<bordered black 
epaulets with tank, artillery, motor transport and radio insirsnia, and 
some without oranch-of-service insignias and black-bordered biack epaulets. 
Soldiers wearing blackebordered crimson epaulets were Just obs:rved on 
25X1A There was no trainin activity, but 20 to 30 soldiers were 
seen almost caily repairing motor vehicles in the inner yard. The noise 
of work came from the parages which presumably housed recair shops. 
9, Three light armored vehicles left the canto on [ Twenty~ 25X1A 
four. soldiers wearing black-bordered crimson cpaulets and carrying lirht 
. bagrape, marched to the railroad station onthe same day. Some of the 
soldiers had rifles.
